The  big  news  at  Merrowvista  is  twofold. 


FIRST.  WE  WANT  TO  CALL  ATTENTION  TO  OUR  SENIOR 
UNIT  PROGRAM  FOR  SENIOR  HIGH  young  people.  For 
the  first  time  The  American  Youth  Foundation 
has  planned  a program  specifically  aimed  at 
the  young  person  from  15  - 18  years  of  age.  It 
is  a program  designed  to  combine  the  best  of 
the  former  older  camps  and  junior  camps.  It 
has  many  of  the  exciting  features  of  O.B.  and 
0,G,,  but  it  lasts  four  weeks  instead  of  two. 
There  are  classes,  small  and  informal,  with 
top  flight  faculty  persons.  In  addition, 
there  is  an  emphasis  on  camping,  giving  the 
teen-ager  an  opportunity  to  enjoy  the  excite- 
ment of  canoe  and  mountain  tripping,  in  the 
rugged  White  Mountains  of  New  Hampshire,  There 
is  also  the  program  of  leadership  training, not 
only  in  theory  but  in  practice,  where  the 
senior  unit  camper  actually  participates  in 
leadership  opportunities  throughout  the  camp  during  the  four  week  period.  Teaching  interest 
groups,  helping  in  the  swimming  and  athletic  programs,  planning  nights'  activities,  all  give 
practical  leadership  experience  which  is  invaluable  for  the  young  person.  Last  year's  response 
was  excellent,  and  this  year's  program  should  be  even  better.
